In particular, the Committee 
will need access to all those materials pertaining to the 
foundation for the Commission's report in Chapter 19 - 
"Allegations Concerning the Assassination of President 
Kennedy . " 



A copy of the Memorandum of Understanding the 
Select Committee has reached with the CIA is enclosed. The 
memorandum governs access by the Select Commi ttee to a3.1 
CIA documents currently held by the National Archives. I 
therefore do not anticipate there will be any difficulties 
with the Central Intelligence Agency obtaining access to the 
Commission's documents. 

I do understand, however, that you must obtain 
permission from a trustee that has been named by President 
Ford before the Select Committee may have access to these 
documents. I would appreciate it if you could expedite 
this process so that members of the Committee staff may 
receive access as soon as possible.
